The  following  genealogical  records  of  George  Clark  of  Milford, 
Connecticut,  are  no  more  than  a  continuation  of  the  record  of  George 
Clark  and  descendants  compiled  by  Albert  Clark  of  Washington,  D.  C., 
and  published  by  his  grandson,  Albert  Clark  Patterson,  in  1877.  It  gives 
a  nearly  complete  record  of  the  descendants  of  Peck  Clark  to  the  tenth 
generation  of  the  Clark  family  in  America.  No  attempt  has  been  made 
to  trace  the  descendants  of  Aaron  Clark,  son  of  Hezekiah,  though  many 
of  them  still  live  in  and  around  Conneaut,  Ohio.  The  Revolutionary 
record  of  Hezekiah  Clark  has  been  verified  by  the  Adjutant  General’s 
Office  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  by  the  Town  Clerk  of  Bethany, 
Connecticut.  A  copy  of  this  record  is  on  file  in  the  Registrar’s  office 
of  the  National  Society  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution.

George  Clark  and  Descendants. 


The  following  genealogical  sketches  of  George  Clark,  the  planter,  and 
his  descendants  were  compiled  from  sundry  published  volumes  of  family 
records  and  from  the  church  records  of  Milford  and  the  Probate  records 
at  New  Haven,  Connecticut: 

1.  George  Clark,  the  planter,  with  his  wife  Sarah,  and  two  children, 
emigrated  from  England  to  America  in  the  year  A.  D.  1637,  in  com¬ 
pany  with  Rev.  John  Davenport  and  his  congregation  (from  Kent  and 
Surrey,  near  London)  together  with  several  other  parties  of  wea.th  and 
respectability — the  whole  forming  a  considerable  colony  of  persons,  who 
early  in  the  year  1637,  left  England  to  escape  persecution  on  account 
of  their  religious  belief,  and  to  take  up  their  abode  in  the  New  World. 
They  landed  at  Boston,  in  Massachusetts,  where  they  remained  about 
one  year;  but  for  several  reasons  Mr.  Davenport,  Rev.  Mr.  Prudden,  and 
their  companions,  decided  to  leave  Boston  and  make  their  permanent 
settlement  at  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  then  known  by  the  Indian  name 
of  Quinnipiack.  They  sailed  from  Boston,  March  30,  1638,  and  reached 
Quinnipiack  in  about  two  weeks.  Mr.  Davenport  preached  his  first  ser¬ 
mon  there  on  the  18th  of  April,  1638.  In  the  year  1639,  a  part  of  Mr. 
Davenport’s  congregation,  including  George  Clark  (1),  Peter  Prudden, 
and  several  other  persons,  removed  from  New  Haven  and  settled  at  Mil¬ 
ford,  then  known  by  its  Indian  name  name  of  Wopowage,  it  being  about 
ten  miles  westerly  from  New  Haven.  They  organized  a  church  at  Mil¬ 
ford  on  the  2d  day  of  August  1639,  with  Rev.  Peter  Prudden  for  their 
minister,  and  on  the  same  day  the  church  at  New  Haven  was  organized 
with  Mr.  Davenport  as  minister. 

George  Clark  (1)  continued  to  reside  at  Milford  during  the  remainder 
of  his  life.  He  was  a  “free  planter”  and  a  man  of  considerable  property 
and  influence,  being  much  respected  in  the  church  and  the  community 
He  was  many  times  a  Deputy  or  Representative  from  Milford  to  the 
General  Court  of  New  Haven  and  Connecticut,  the  two  colonies  being 
separate  and  distinct  until  their  union  on  the  11th  of  May,  1665,  under 
the  name  of  Connecticut.  He  died  in  August,  1690,  at  about  eighty 
years  of  age,  “leaving  a  good  estate,  as  appears  by  his  will,  dated  April 
25,  1689”  and  recorded  in  the  Probate  records  at  New  Haven.  The  death 
of  his  wife  Sarah  occurred  July  19,  1689.  They  had  nine  children  as 
follows :

George  Clark  2d  (5)  the  third  son  of  George  Clark  (1)  the  planter, 
was  baptized,  the  church  records  of  Milford  show,  on  the  30th  of  April,

1648,  making  it  probable  that  his  birth  occurred  early  in  the  same  year.  Little 
is  known  of  his  youth  and  early  manhood;  but  the  town  and  church  records 
of  Milford  show  that  he  was  a  Deacon  in  the  church  there,  and  that  he 
was  many  times  a  Deputy  or  Representative  from  Milford  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Court  of  Connecticut.  This  court  was  a  legislatiure  having  judicial 
powers  and  was  the  kind  of  government  in  New  England  during  the 
Colonial  period.  George  Clark  (5)  resided  in  Milford  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  in  the  year  1734,  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-six  years, 
much  esteemed  and  respected.  The  day  on  which  he  died  is  not  given, 
but  his  will,  dated  April  24,  1734,  and  recorded  in  the  Probate  records 
of  New  Haven,  states  that  his  death  was  expected  within  a  few  days 
from  that  time.  The  name  of  his  wife  was  Abigail,  by  whom  he  had 
four  children,  all  born  at  Milford,  Connecticut.

George  Clark  3d  (14),  the  youngest  child  of  George  Clark  2d  (5) 
was  born  in  the  year  1686.  The  day  of  his  birth  is  not  known  but  the 
church  records  of  Milford  state  that  he  was  baptized  September  26,  1686, 
making  it  more  than  probable  that  he  was  born  in  that  year.  Although 
it  is  not  now  known  (in  1876)  when  his  marriage  took  place,  it  appears 
probable  that  it  occurred  about  the  year  1722.  His  wife’s  name  was 
Mary.  After  his  marriage  he  continued  to  reside  in  Milford  until  his 
death,  in  the  year  1762  at  about  seventy-six  years  of  age.  It  appears 
by  his  will,  dated  at  Milford,  in  August,  1762,  and  recorded  in  the  Pro¬ 
bate  records  of  New  Plaven,  that  he  was  suffering  under  a  severe  sick¬ 
ness  at  that  time,  and  his  death  expected  within  a  few  days.  Hezekiah 
(15)  and  Job  (16)  his  two  oldest  sons  were  executors  of  his  estate  under 
the  will.  His  will  contains  the  following  item: 

“I  give  to  the  church  of  which  I  am  a  member,  and  to  Mr.  Prudden* 
the  minister,  a  silver  tankard,  costing  not  less  than  twelve  pounds  (sterl¬ 
ing),  to  be  given  by  my  son  Job  out  of  his  portion.”  He  had  six  children, 
three  sons  and  three  daughters,  all  born  in  Milford,  Connecticutt,  as 
follows :

Two  of  his  daughters  married  men  named  Smith,  and  the  other 
married  a  Mr.  Peck. 

Note — Mr.  George  C.  Bryant,  of  Ansonia,  Connecticut,  is  at  present 
(1928)  compiling  a  much  more  exhaustive  record  of  the  Clark  family. 
His  researches  have  brought  to  light  various  errors  made  by  Albert 


*The  records  of  Milford  show  that  the  full  name  of  the  aforesaid 
“Mr.  Prudden”  was  Rev.  Job  Prudden,  and  that  he  was  the  first  settled 
minister  of  the  second  church  in  Milford,  and  was  the  great-grandson  of 
Rev.  Peter  Prudden,  the  first  minister  in  that  town. 
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Clark  (76)  in  common  with  other  genealogists  of  his  time.  Mr.  Bryant 
writes  under  dates  of  December  10,  1923  and  June  8.  1928: 

“Albert  Clark  has  hopelessly  confused  ‘Deacon’  George  Clark  (our 
ancestor)  with  ‘Farmer’  George  Clark,  also  a  settler.  Your  line  traces 
to  ‘Deacon’  George  Clark  (called  also  ‘Senior’  and  ‘Carpenter’)  who  set¬ 
tled  in  Milford,  Connecticut,  in  1639,  and  died  there  June  18,  1690.  He 
had  but  four  children:  the  youngest  was  ‘Ensign’  George  Clark,  baptized 
in  Milford  April  30,  1648;  died  there  July  19,  1734  in  his  87th  year 
(gravestone,  Milford).  He  married  for  his  first  wife,  Deborah  Gold  of 
Fairfield  who  died  June  2,  1697.  Their  third  child  and  oldest  son  was 
George,  born  April  3,  1682;  died  August  31,  1762;  married  Mary  Coley 
(bom  January  14,  1684  [probably  1684/5]).  George  and  Mary  (Coley) 
Clark  were  the  parents  of  Hezekiah  who  was  baptized  at  Milford  Sep¬ 
tember  1,  1723;  married  Mary  Peck  of  Newtown  January  20,  1746/7. 
Mary  Peck  was  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Abigail  (Baldwin)  Peck  and  was 
born  in  Newtown,  Connecticut  May  18,  1726.  After  the  death  of  Heze¬ 
kiah  Clark  his  widow,  Mary,  married  Ebenezer  Keeney.  Mary  died  at 
New  Haven  March  8,  1799.” — K.  E.  Gibson  Dennis. 

HEZEKIAH  CLARK  (15)  AND  DESCENDANTS. 

Hezekiah  Clark  (15),  the  first  son  of  George  Clark  3rd  (14),  was 
bom  at  Milford,  Connecticut,  in  the  year  1723.  The  church  records  of 
Milford  show  that  he  was  baptized  there  September  1,  1723.  He  was 
married  about  the  year  1746  to  Mary  Peck  of  Bethany,  New  Haven 
County,  Connecticut.  He  purchased  a  farm  in  Bethany  and  lived  there 
after  his  marriage  until  1776.  In  that  year  he  entered  the  Revolutionary 
Army,  where  he  was  attacked  with  malignant  dysentery,  of  which  he 
died  the  same  year,  aged  fifty-three  years.  His  remains  were  afterward 
buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Bethany. 

He  had  thirteen  children,  as  follows: 

21.  Mary,  born  December  3,  1747  at  Bethany;  was  married  to  James 
Wheeler;  lived  at  Watertown,  Connecticut,  and  died  at  about  eighty 
years  of  age. 

22.  Hezekiah,  born  August  13,  1749,  at  Bethany,  and  died  at  Montague, 
Massachusetts,  at  about  seventy  years  of  age.  I  cannot  learn 
whether  he  was  married. 

23.  Moses,  born  May  23,  1751,  at  Bethany;  was  married  to  Abigail 
Johnson;  lived  at  Derby,  Connecticut,  and  died  at  about  seventy 
years  of  age. 

24.  Marsy,  born  January  14,  1753;  was  married  to  Timothy  White  of 
New  Haven,  and  died  there,  April  12,  1838,  aged  eighty-five  years, 
three  months.  Her  husband,  Timothy  White,  died  May  31,  1805, 
aged  fifty-six  years. 

25.  Abigail,  born  January  12,  1755;  was  married  to  Timothy  Hitchcock, 
and  died  at  Bethany,  September  19,  1854,  at  the  great  age  of  ninety- 
nine  years,  eight  months  and  seven  days.  Her  husband  died  August 
6,  1820,  at  about  seventy-two  years  of  age. 

26.  Abiah,  born  December  19,  1756,  at  Bethany.  She  was  married  to 
Abner  Smith,  and  died  at  Woodbridge,  Connecticut  or  at  Sackett’s 
Harbor,  New  York,  aged  about  eighty  years. 

27.  Aaron,  born  September  30,  1758,  at  Bethany.  He  was  married  to 
Elizabeth  Fowler,  of  Orange,  Connecticut,  and  resided  at  Bethany 
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until  the  spring  of  1809,  when  he  removed  to  Orange,  where  he 
died  May  7,  1848. 

28.  Lkthiah,  born  April  17,  1760,  at  Bethany.  She  was  married  to 
Zephaniah  Tucker,  and  died  at  Derby,  Connecticut,  July  11,  1846, 
about  eighty-six  years  of  age.  Her  husband,  Zephaniah  Tucker,  died 
September  15,  1848.  Little  is  now  known  of  this  family. 

29.  Elizabeth,  born  May  9,  1762;  was  married  to  Isaac  Hotchkiss,  lived 
at  Bethany,  and  died  there  January  6,  1859,  aged  ninety-six  years 
and  eight  months.  Her  husband  died  May  11,  1828,  aged  seventy  years. 

30.  Martha,  born  April  14,  1764,  at  Bethany.  She  was  married,  about 
the  year  1783  to  Levi  Johnson,  by  whom  she  had  two  children  viz.: 
30a  Laura  and  30b  Rececca.  Laura  was  born  May  5,  1784;  was 
married  in  October,  1804  to  Samuel  Garnsey,  and  died  May  5,  1810, 
aged  twenty-six  years.  Rebecca  was  born  June  15,  1786;  was  mar¬ 
ried  to  Marcus  Lyman  Beecher,  and  died  November  15,  1812,  aged 
twenty-six  years,  five  months.  Martha  (Clark)  Johnson  (30)  was 
married  the  second  time  in  February,  1795,  to  James  Kellogg,  being 
his  second  wife,  by  whom  she  had  six  children. 

31.  Joseph,  born  October  30,  1767,  at  Bethany;  was  married  to  Hannah 
Hardyear;  removed  to  Onondaga,  New  York,  and  died  there,  aged 
about  thirty-six  years.  His  widow  was  living  at  Onondaga  in  the 
year  1818. 

22.  Rebecca,  born  July  17,  1769,  at  Bethany.  She  was  married  to 
Daniel  Steele,  and  died  at  Waterbury,  Connecticut,  about  thirty  years 
of  age. 

33.  Peck,  born  December  14,  1771,  at  Bethany.  He  was  married,  Octo¬ 
ber  19,  1795,  to  Mabel  Bradley,  of  Woodbridge,  Connecticut,  and  was 
married  the  second  time  May  12,  1805,  to  Polly  Kellogg,  daughter 
of  James  Kellogg,  then  of  Northfield,  Connecticut,  who  had  married 
Martha  (Clark)  Johnson  (30)  in  1795. 

After  the  death  of  Hezekiah  Clark  (15)  in  the  year  1776,  his  widow 
married  William  Kinney,  but  nothing  subsequent  to  that  event  is  known 
of  her. 

AARON  CLARK  (27)  AND  DESCENDANTS 
Aaron  Clark  (27),  the  third  son  of  Hezekiah  Clark  (15),  was  born 
at  Bethany.  New  Haven  County,  Connecticut,  September  30,  1758.  He 
married  Elizabeth  Fowler,  of  Orange,  and  continued  to  reside  at  Bethany 
until  the  spring  of  1809  when  he  removed  to  Orange  in  said  county 
where  he  died  May  7,  1848,  aged  eighty-nine  years,  seven  months  and 
seven  days.  His  wife  Elizabeth  died  May  11,  1862  at  the  advanced  age 
of  ninety -seven  years  and  three  months.  They  had  six  children: 

34.  William  Fowler,  born  May  31,  1787,  at  Bethany,  Connecticut.  He 
was  married  to  Alma  Downs  in  the  year  1808,  and  resided  in 
Bethany  until  May  1818,  when  he  removed  his  family  to  the  Town¬ 
ship  of  Conneaut  (then  Sadem),  Ashtabula  County,  Ohio,  where  he 
purchased  and  cultivated  a  farm  until  his  death,  which  occurred  on 
July  9,  1876,  at  the  age  of  eighty-nine  years.  His  wife  Alma  died 
there  April  17,  1850  at  sixty  years  of  age.  They  raised  a  numerous 
family  of  children. 

35.  Betsy,  born  July  20,  1879,  at  Bethany,  Connecticut;  was  married 
March  20,  1811,  to  Rufus  Kellogg,  then  of  Northfield,  Connecticut. 

36.  Merritt,  born  March  5,  1793. 
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37.  Polly,  born  March  6,  1795,  at  Bethany,  Connecticut,  and  died  there 
December  19,  1795,  about  nine  and  a  half  months  old. 

38.  Aaron,  Jr.,  born  November  10,  1796. 

39.  Hezekiah,  born  July  1,  1802,  at  Bethany,  and  died  there  August 
4,  1802.

Merritt  Clark  (36)  second  son  of  Aaron  Clark  (27)  and  Elizabeth 
Fowler,  was  born  March  5,  1793,  at  Bethany,  Connecticut;  was  married 
to  Lydia  Kellogg  as  his  first  wife,  by  whom  he  had  two  children:

Aaron  Clark,  Jr.  (38),  third  son  of  Aaron  Clark  (27),  and  grandson 
of  Hezekiah  Clark  (15),  was  born  November  10,  1796,  at  Bethany,  Con¬ 
necticut.  He  married  Lovisa  Merrick  early  in  the  year  1819,  and  after- 
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ward  lived  at  Orange,  Connecticut.  He  was  living  at  Orange  in  May 
187G.  His  wife,  Lovisa,  died  there  January  6,  1873,  aged  seventy-eight 
yeats.  They  had  eight  children:

Peck  Clark  (33),  the  youngest  child  of  Hezekiah  Clark  (15)  was 
born  December  14,  1771,  at  Bethany,  Connecticut.  When  about  five  years 
old,  his  father  died;  after  which  time  he  lived  several  years  with  a 
relative  in  Milford,  Connecticut.  He  married  October  19,  1795,  Mabel 
Bradley,  of  Woodbridge,  Connecticut,  by  whom  he  had  three  children, 
as  follows:

Peck  Clark  (33),  after  his  marriage,  October  19,  1795,  to  Mabel 
Bradley,  lived  in  Woodbridge  until  the  year  1800  when  he  moved  to 
Burlington,  Hartford  County,  Connecticut,  where  his  wife  died,  February 
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9,  1S05,  aged  twenty-seven  years.  He  was  married  the  second  time  May 
12,  1805  to  Polly  Kellogg,  daughter  of  James  Kellogg,  Sr.  (See  30),  and 
in  1806  removed  to  Northfield,  Litchfield  County,  Connecticut,  where  he 
resided  twelve  years.

He  was 
married  February  11,  1829,  to  Elvira  Williams,  daughter  of  Jacob  and 
Lydia  (Wright)  Williams,  who  was  born  February  5,  1811.  Jacob 

Williams  and  family  had  previously  resided  at  or  near  Sackett’s  Harbor, 
New  York.  The  Wright  family  is  mentioned  in  the  letters  written  by 
Abigail  Farnham  (7,  Farnham  genealogy)  and  probably  came  from 
Windham  County,  Connecticut.

The  following  genealogical  records  of  Benjamin  Durkee  and  some  of 
his  descendants  is  at  best  fragmentary,  but  enough  is  given  to  show  the 
connection  with  the  Farnham  family.  The  Revolutionary  records  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  Durkee  and  of  his  sons  Solomon  and  Asabel  have  been  verified  by 
the  Adjutant  General’s  Office  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  and  by  the  Pen¬ 
sion  Bureau  at  Washington,  D.  C.  These  records  are  on  file  in  the  Regis¬ 
trar’s  office  of  the  National  Society  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution. 


Benjamin  Durkee  and  Descendants. 

1.  Benjamin  Durkee  was  born  October  28,  1744,  and  died  April  25,  1829. 
He  was  married  January  21,  1762,  to  Abigail  Durkee.  She  was  born 
February  7,  1745,  and  was  the  daughter  of  Henry  and  Relief  (Adams) 
Durkee.  She  died  September  15,  1825.  They  had  seven  children.  He  was 
married  the  second  time  to  a  woman  whose  first  name  was  Joanna.  A 
letter  written  September  3,  1831,  at  Salem  (now  Conneaut)  Ohio,  by 
Abigail  Farnham  (7,  Farnham  record)  to  Thomas  Famham  (2,  Farnham 
record)  mentions  the  death  of  Grandmother  Durkee  at  Solomon  Durkee’s 
home,  and  doubtless  refers  to  Benjamin  Durkee’s  second  wife.  Benjamin 
Durkee  enlisted  in  the  Revolutionary  Army,  May  19,  1775,  was  assigned 
to  Captain  Abadiah  Johnson’s  Company  of  Colonel  Israel  Putnam’s  Regi¬ 
ment;  discharged  December  16,  1775.  Served  as  private  in  Captain 
Thomas  Bull’s  Company  of  Major  Sheldon’s  Regiment  Light  Horse  from 
September  23  to  December  30,  1776.  Commissioned  Lieutenant  in  Colonel 
Samuel  Wyllys  Regiment  January  1,  1777.  Went  into  camp  at  Peekskill  in 
May,  1777,  and  served  in  Parson’s  1st  Brigade  under  Putnam  along  the 
Hudson  until  January,  1778.  In  the  summer  of  ’78  encamped  at  White 
Plains,  N.  Y.  with  Washington’s  main  army.  Served  as  Captain  of  Mat- 
rosses  from  February  1,  1782  to  September  1783  till  they  were  all  dis¬ 
charged.  During  this  time  his  residence  was  at  Windham,  Connecticut.  He 
was  a  pensioner  under  the  Act  of  1818,  and  was  a  resident  of  Vermont 
at  that  time.

The  following  genealogical  records  of  Zebadiah  Farnham,  of  Wind¬ 
ham,  Connecticut,  and  his  descendants  through  his  son  Thomas  Farnham, 
were  compiled  from  family  records,  traditions,  and  correspondence.  They 
give  a  nearly  complete  record  of  the  descendants  of  the  three  children  of 
Thomas  Farnham,  Lucretia,  Abigail,  and  Elisha  Farnham,  who  migrated 
to  Ohio  in  1828  and  1830.  The  Revolutionary  record  of  Thomas  Farnham 
has  been  verified  by  the  Pension  Bureau  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  is  on 
file  in  the  Registrar’s  office  of  the  National  Society  of  the  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution. 


Zebadiah  Farnham  and  Descendants.

There  is  no  known  record  of  the 
number  of  their  children,  but  a  letter  written  by  him  at  Windham,  Con¬ 
necticut,  June  4,  1776,  to  his  sons  in  the  Revolutionary  Army  mentions 
three  sons,  Daniel,  Abial,  and  Thomas,  and  refers  to  their  brothers  and 
sisters.  There  is  also  extant  a  letter  written  December  19,  1802  (?)  by 
Calvin  Farnham  of  Cazenova,  New  York,  to  Thomas  Farnham,  then  of 
Hampton,  Connecticut;  this  letter  mentions  another  brother  Elisha,  who 
is  also  in  Cazenova.  Of  Zebadiah  Farnham’ s  son  Thomas,  there  is  a  fairly 
complete  record. 

2.  Thomas,  born  November  18,  1754.  He  was  enlisted  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  Army  as  early  as  the  date  of  the  above-mentioned  letter, 
June  4,  1776.  He  was  wounded  December  7,  1777,  subsequently  taken 
prisoner  and  held  in  the  prison  ships  in  New  York  harbor.  The  ball 
was  taken  out  of  his  arm  August  23,  1781.  He  was  released,  so  fam¬ 
ily  tradition  says,  in  the  winter  time,  without  clothes,  money,  or 
food,  and  left  to  find  his  way  home  as  best  he  could.  He  walked 
some  hundred  miles  to  his  home  in  Connecticut  and  arrived  there 
so  covered  with  vermin  and  filth  from  the  prison  that  he  had  to  be 
cleaned  in  an  outhouse  before  being  admitted  to  the  family.  He  was 
married  December  24,  1797,  to  Abigail  Durkee,  daughter  of  Benjamin 
and  Abigail  (Durkee)  Durkee  (See  Durkee  Record).  Benjamin  Dur¬ 
kee  had  been  his  captain  during  the  term  of  his  last  enlistment, 
when  he  served  as  ordnance  sergeant.  Abigail  (Durkee)  Farnham 
was  born  October  14,  1774.  A  letter  written  by  Thomas  Farnham  at 
Hampton,  Connecticut,  December  2,  1833,  mentions  that  his  pension 
had  been  raised  from  $8  to  $10  per  month.  This  is  also  a  matter  of 
record  in  the  Pension  Bureau.  He  died  March  24,  1840,  at  Brooklyn, 
Connecticut,  and  is  buried  there.  After  his  death  Abigail  (Durkee) 
Farnham  went  to  live  with  those  of  her  children  who  had  moved  to 
Conneaut,  Ohio.  She  died  March  14,  1848,  at  the  home  of  her  daugh¬ 
ter,  Lucretia,  in  Conneaut,  Ohio,  and  is  buried  in  the  Durkee  ceme¬ 
tery  on  the  hill  south  of  Farnham,  Ohio.  They  had  ten  children: 

3.  Fanny,  born  March  18,  1798;  was  married  to  Nathan  Darbe,  who 
died  in  March  (?)  1826.  They  had  one  daughter  Sarah,  born  May, 
1825.  She  was  married  the  second  time  in  1833,  to  Eliakim  Cady, 
whose  second  wife  she  was.  They  had  no  children.  She  died  March 
6,  1876  in  Brooklyn,  Connecticut. 

4.  Lucretia,  bom  July  30,  1799. 

5.  Mary,  born  February  3,  1801;  was  married  Monday,  September  23, 
1833,  to  Asa  Knight,  and  with  him  conducted  a  hotel  in  Perryville, 
New  York.  She  died  September  18,  1872. 

6.  Flora,  bom  May  21,  1802;  was  married  October  (?)  1825  to  Colby 
C.  Cleveland  and  lived  in  Brooklyn,  Connecticut.  She  died  July  28, 
1879. 

7.  Abigail,  bom  March  21,  1804. 

8.  Elisha  B.,  born  June  8,  1806. 

9.  Catharine,  bom  March  29,  1809;  was  married  in  September,  1831,  to 
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Captain  Benjamin  Britt  and  lived  in  Perryville,  New  York.  She  died 
May  1,  1885. 

10.  Celinda  W.,  or  Zelinda  W.,  born  April  26,  1811;  was  married  to  Seth 
Baldwin.  She  died  July  13,  1845. 

11.  Dolly  Amanda,  bom  December  26,  1812;  was  married  in  1830  (?)  to 
Martin  Williams,  and  lived  in  Brooklyn,  Connecticut.  She  died  De¬ 
cember  10,  1870. 

12.  Thomas  Albert  (or  Alden),  born  March  18,  1815;  was  married  to 
Caroline  Abbott.  She  died  May  8  (?),  1842.

FAMILY  OF  LUCRETIA  (FARNHAM)  GIBSON  (4). 

Lucretia  (Farnham)  Gibson  (4),  was  born  July  30,  1799,  in  Windham 
County,  Connecticut.  She  served  an  apprenticeship  to  a  tailor,  and  was 
established  in  a  business  of  her  own  when  she  was  married  December  23, 
1822,  to  Thomas  Gibson,  son  of  James  and  Elizabeth  Gibson,  of  Irish  ex¬ 
traction.  He  was  born  in  Windham  County,  Connecticut,  September  6, 
1800.  He  was  a  weaver  in  the  cotton  mills  at  Marlborough,  Connecticut, 
till  his  occupation  developed  in  him  a  tubercular  tendency  and  he  decided 
to  migrate  to  Ohio,  where  Elisha  Farnham  (8)  was  already  located.  He 
and  his  family  arrived  in  Salem  (now  Conneaut)  Ohio,  September  16, 
1830.  Here  he  became  a  very  successful  farmer  and  stockman.  Lucretia 
(Farnham)  Gibson  (4),  died  May  25,  1874.  Thomas  Gibson  died  April  9, 
1886.  They  are  both  buried  in  the  city  cemetery  in  Conneaut.  They  had 
seven  children: 

13.  Charles  Cooly,  born  April  11,  1924. 

14.  Mary  Lucretia,  born  January  6,  1826;  was  married  in  185?  to  Dr. 
D.  W.  Raymond,  of  Conneaut,  Ohio,  whose  second  wife  she  was.  He 
died  June  18,  1865,  aged  57  years.  She  died  September  27,  1888.  They 
had  no  children. 

15.  Maria  Elizabeth,  born  January  22,  1828. 

16.  Henry  C.,  born  May  21,  1832,  and  died  August  9,  1833,  in  Conneaut, 
Ohio. 

17.  Julia  Landon,  born  September  8,  1834,  in  Conneaut,  Ohio. 

18.  John  Murray,  born  January  26,  1838,  in  Conneaut,  Ohio. 

19.  Thomas  Farnham,  born  May  9,  1840,  in  Conneaut  Township,  Ashta¬ 
bula  County,  Ohio,  in  a  log  house  on  the  farm,  known  for  a  hundred 
years  as  the  Gibson  farm  on  the  South  Ridge  road.  He  was  married 
December  24,  1862,  to  Mary  Leona  Clark  (96,  Clark  genealogy).  For 
the  last  thirty-three  years  of  his  life  he  lived  on  a  portion  of  the 
farm  where  he  was  born.  He  died  April  9,  1919,  and  is  buried  in 
Conneaut  City  cemetery. 

FAMILY  OF  ABIGAIL  (FARNHAM)  DURKEE  (7). 

Abigail  (Farnham)  Durkee  (7),  was  born  March  21,  1804.  She  learned 
the  trade  of  hatmaker  in  Connecticut,  and  worked  in  various  small  towns, 
East  Haddam,  Brooklyn,  Hampton,  in  Connecticut,  till  August  24,  1829. 
Her  diary  says  that  on  that  date  “Monday  morn.  Left  Hampton  accom¬ 
panied  by  sister  Catharine,  brother  Thos.  &  Cousin  Orlando  Farnham. 
went  as  far  as  Marlborough  to  Brother  and  Sister  Gibson’s.  Spent  the  night 
there,  and  on  Tuesday  morning  Thomas  returned  to  Hampton,  and  we 
went  to  Middle  Haddam  about  eight  miles.  There  went  aboard  a  packet, 
Shamrock,  bound  for  New  York,  by  Capt.  Penfield,  with  only  one  pas¬ 
senger  excepting  ourselves,  with  a  respectable  appearing  crew,  consisting 
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of  the  Capt’s.  mate  Langdon,  the  steward,  and  two  boys.  We  sailed  about 
four  o’clock  P.  M.  with  pleasant  weather  and  fair  winds  down  Connecti¬ 
cut  river,  as  far  as  Saybrook  where  we  were  obliged  to  anchor.  On  ac¬ 
count  of  low  water  we  could  not  cross  the  bar  till  the  next  morning  when 
with  fair  winds  we  sailed  for  New  York.  We  arrived  Thursday  morning 
about  ten  o’clock,  where  we  remained  ’til  five  in  the  afternoon,  viewing 
the  city  &c.  We  then  went  aboard  the  steamboat  DeWitt  Clinton,  sailed 
up  the  Hudson  river  and  reached  Albany  at  five  on  Friday  morn  the  28th. 
Had  a  very  pleasant  passage  and  a  large  company  of  passengers.  We 
then  took  the  stage  for  Schenectady,  being  about  15  miles.  Arrived  there 
about  ten,  where  we  then  took  passage  on  a  canal  boat  for  Chittenango. 
We  arrived  on  Sunday  the  30th  about  twelve  or  one  o’clock.  Had  a  very 
pleasant  journey  and  fine  weather.  From  Schenectady  to  Chittenango  is 
124  miles.  From  Chittenango  we  obtained  a  private  conveyance  to  Cazen- 
ovia,  it  being  about  eight  miles.  We  arrived  at  my  uncle’s  about  sunset 
on  Sunday  evening  the  30th  of  August  1829.  I  soon  commenced  work  in 
a  Milliner’s  shop  where  I  spent  six  months  in  the  service  of  Miss  Jones. 
I  continued  boarding  at  my  uncle’s  ’til  Friday,  September  10,  1830,  when 
I  left  that  pleasant  place  and  agreeable  friends  for  the  State  of  Ohio 
with  Brother  Gibson’s  family,  accompanied  as  far  as  Auburn  by  Uncle 
Elisha  Farnham  and  his  daughter  Maria  and  Cousins  Maria  and  Benjamin 
Spalding.  We  had  a  very  pleasant  time  on  the  Canal  from  Manlins  to 
Buffalo.  We  then  took  passage  on  the  steamboat  Wm.  Penn  for  Ashta¬ 
bula,  but  the  Lake  being  very  rough  we  did  not  proceed  farther  than 
Erie,  where  we  then  took  passage  aboard  of  a  stage  and  proceeded  on  to 
Salem  where  we  arrived  on  Thursday  the  16th  of  Sept.  There  I  con¬ 
tinued  with  them  till  December  when  I  took  a  school  for  three  months 
which  left  me  at  liberty  again  in  March.”  She  was  married  April  25,  1832, 
to  Alanson  A.  Durkee,  a  first  cousin,  son  of  Solomon  and  Phebe  (White) 
Durkee  (See  Durkee  genealogy).  He  was  born  April  23,  1805,  in  Con¬ 
necticut,  and  died  February  7,  1850,  in  Conneaut,  Ohio.  He  is  buried  in 
the  Durkee  cemetery  south  of  Farnham.  They  had  five  children: 

20.  A  daughter,  born  July  7,  1833;  died  August  6,  1833. 

21.  Solomon,  born  May  1,  1835;  was  married  in  November,  1860,  to 
Emeline  Frost;  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  early  in  the  Civil  War; 
died  November  11,  1863. 

22.  Albert,  born  November  5,  1838. 

23.  William  Henry  Harrison,  born  February  25,  1841;  died  September 
12,  1851. 

24.  Oliver  Perry,  born  January  31,  1846;  died  March  10,  1847. 

Abigail  (Farnham)  Durkee  (7),  was  married  the  second  time,  March 
30,  1851,  to  Rev.  John  S.  Flagler,  a  Universalist  minister,  who  was  born 
November  22,  1782,  and  who  died  July  7,  1860.  She  was  married  the 
third  time,  July  5,  1862,  to  Alvin  Bliss  Sr.,  who  died  February  19,  1868. 
She  died  August  10,  1891,  and  is  buried  in  the  Durkee  cemetery  south 
of  Farnham  on  the  Center  Road. 

FAMILY  OF  ELISHA  FARNHAM  (8). 

Elisha  B.  Farnham  (8),  elder  of  the  two  sons  of  Thomas  Farnham 
(2),  was  born  in  Hampton,  Connecticut,  June  8,  1806.  He  was  the  first  of 
his  family  to  migrate  to  Salem,  (now  Conneaut)  Ohio,  arriving  there  in 
the  year  1828.  He  set  up  a  grist  mill  on  the  banks  of  Conneaut  creek, 
three  miles  south  of  Salem.  The  little  settlement  that  grew  up  around  this 
place  was  known  as  South  Ridge,  but  is  now  called  Farnham.  The  mill 
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is  still  standing1  and  is  still  operated  by  one  of  his  descendants,  Otis  Full¬ 
er  (58).  For  a  time  he  and  his  brother-in-law,  Thomas  Gibson,  who  came 
to  Salem  in  September,  1830,  owned  the  mill  in  partnership,  but  about 
1844  Thomas  Gibson  decided  to  turn  all  his  attention  to  stock  breeding, 
and  Elisha  Farnham  became  sole  owner.  He  was  married  November  14, 
1833,  to  Mary  Ring.  She  died  August  11,  1849,  aged  thirty-four  years.  He 
was  married  the  second  time,  January  30,  1850,  to  Harriet  (Abbey)  San¬ 
born.  In  1854  he  built  the  Farnham  homestead  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  road  from  the  mill.  This  house  is  still  standing  (1928),  a  fine  example 
of  Colonial  architecture.  Like  most  of  his  contemporaries  who  thrust  their 
way  through  the  wilderness  to  set  up  a  civilization  on  the  frontier,  he 
had  a  dominant  force  of  character  and  a  stubborn  will,  but  he  also  pos¬ 
sessed  a  well-developed  sense  of  humor,  and  a  kindly  disposition.  He  was 
very  successful  in  business  and  an  influential  factor  in  school  and  town¬ 
ship  matters,  being  for  many  years  school  trustee  and  the  local  justice 
of  peace.  The  deed  for  the  land  on  which  stands  the  South  Ridge  Baptist 
church  was  executed  before  ’Squire  Farnham  in  June,  1840.  He  died  Oc¬ 
tober  4,  1875,  and  is  buried  beside  his  first  wife  in  the  cemetery  at  Farn¬ 
ham.  They  had  six  children:
